The protectionists in the government

that reciprocity is such an involved 
qa ion, its principles so complex and 
far reaching, that in order properly to 
get at it there ought to be appointel a 
tariff and reciprocity commission com- 
posed of the very highest tariff and 
international trade experts to be found 
in the United States. The work of this 
commission would be to study out and 
suggest to the State Department the 
lines upon which reciprocity .treaties 
with other nations might be drawn 
without abandonment of the principles 
of protection, and without consider- 
able damage to any American interest. 

It is believed that Senator Aldrich 
favors this course, and that he has 
Suggested it to the President. The 
American Protective Association, which 
bitterly opposes reciprocity, favors it, 
and several leading members of the 
Senate have spoken well of the plan. 
For one thing, this plan would make 
Congressional action necessary, and 
after that must come extensive investi- 
gations by the commission, which 
would put off actual reciprocity for 
from one to four years. 

Protectionists nearly all believe this 
delay would be a very good thing, for 
by that time actual trade conditions 
as between the United States and the 
rest of the world will have develope}. 
This government ‘will then know 
whether the talk of European trade 
retaliation is serious or not, which fs 
a very important point in determining 
what concessions the United States 
must give in making treaties of reci- 
procity. 

The outlook at present is more than 
ever against any action being taken on 
reciprocity treaties during the coming 
session of Congress, although there will 
be, as a matter of course, some steps 
toward ultimate reciprocity.

Gen. Voyron on Acts of the French 
Force During Period of Foreign Occu- 
pat ton of Ch'na.

NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—The. Paris 
Matin, says the Paris correspondent of 
the London Times and the New York 
Times, publishes three letters written 
by Gen. Voyron, who commanded the 
French force in China, to Field Mar- 
shal Count Von Waldersee. The iet- 
ters show how strained, during the en- 
tire period of foreign occupation, were 
the relations between the French gen- 
eral and the commander-in-chief of the 
allies. The publication, remarks the 
correspondent, is significant, because it 
must be by the consent of Gen. Voy- 
ron or some authorized colleague of 
that general. 
The first letter upholds the French 
right to protect Catholic missions, 
which Count Von Waldersee contested. 
The second letter, replying to the field 
marshal's protest against the numerous 
French flags run up between Peking 
and Pao Ting Fu, says that the French 
occupation not exclude other 
powers except where French rights are 
exclusive.

Some of the Great Crops Soaked in 
the Midst of the Harvest Season, and 
Their Salvation. ° 


Two inches of rain in Los Angeles 
and much more in parts of Southern 
California at 80 early a date in the 
season is not an unknown thing. But 
it is the exception, and not the gen- 
eral rule. 

It almost would be impossible to 
pick out a time in th: whole year 
nen buch à rain would be an un- 
mixed biessing in this section. The 
‘reason ig that crops are ready to * 
vest all the yeer round. 

This storm caught out an unprece- 
dented amount of hay, barley, wal- 
nuts and beans. The crops were large 
and of excellent quality. Labor has 
been scarce, and harvesting s.ow. 

The hay and barley caught out is 
too much and too-scattered to get’ at 


The bean harvest was right in its 
most active stage. It began in real 
earnest about two weeks ago, and but 
a small portion had been  thrarhed 
when the downpour come early Satur- 
day morning. No detailed information 
was obtainable in this city yesterday, 
but merchants had inquiries all over 
the section as to how much damage 
was done. The lima bean crop of Ven- 
tura and Santa — counties was 
estimated at 500,000 It is feared 
that about — ot the crop 
is caught out. Sheuld the sun come 


out today, and remain bright, little 
of the crop may prove a total joss, 
but it will all be less desirable, and 


will sell for much lower prices. Should 
damp weather last a few days, the 
crop woud be a total loss. 
Ot the 800 carloads of fine walnuts 
in the section, about 200 carloads have 
been sent East. These are nearly all 
association nuts. No one here can 
tell how much more of the crop is un- 
der shelter; probably very little. 
Those who are managing the output 
were ee. crop East as fast 
as it could picked and loaded. It 
takes a good many days to dry the 
nuts after they are gathered, and the 
situation depends on the amount un- 
der cover, being dried. The nuts 
| caught out in the rain may not be 
destro * with the beans; that will 
| depen the length of time they 
remain — They would mold in a 
few days. Kren if saved, they will 
be dark in the shell, and the meat 
inside will de somewhat discolored. 
It will also lose its fine flavor. 
The association will take every pos- 
sible precaution to prevent nuts the 


market as standards. 

will be offered for what they are, to 
be sold for what they will bring. It is 
an anxious moment, and those who 
own the nuts already secure from dam- 
age, but not actually sold and paid 
for, are worried. ey fear the de- 
moralization of the market, by these 
off-colored nuts, to be off at al- 
most any price.

On Monday, the 2ist inst., he went 
to the Soldiers’ Home at Santa Monica, 
and was registered as an inmate. He 
took dinner there that day, and then 
dropped out of sight as completely as 
if he had evaporated into thin air. 
His wife a Rev. W. Kohlenberger 
of Anaheim, where the unfortunate 
man Pas resided for ten years, were 
in this city yesterday in search of him,

GREAT PRACTICAL IMPORTANCE OF 
A MAGNETIC RESEARCH. 


Instruments at the Naval Observatory 
Said to Be Rendered Useless by 
Proximity of Railroad Tracks—Some 
Unsolved Problems. 


{Washington Times:] The magnetic 
observatory in connection with the na- 
val observatory is still regarded as 
gomewhat a useless adjunct, owing to 
the fact that the electric railroad 
which runs in the vicinity causes en- 
tire disarrangement of the delicate in- 
strument used to record the variations 
in the magnetic currents of the earth. 
The importance of magnetic observa- 
tion and research is constantly becom- 
ing more prominently recognized and 
other countries have begun to estab- 
lish observatories for the purpose of 
conducting such investigations. It ap- 
pears somewhat strange that the 
United States should be deprived of 
ble scientific discoveries of the 
ighest interest and importance be- 
cauge of a private corporation. 
An authority on the subject ef mag- 
netic cu ts while discussing them 
a day or two ago, said: | 
“The far-reaching import of an ade- 
quate knowledge concerning the mag- 
netic currents, their variations, «tc., it 
impossible to exaggerate. Consult 
the old seaman on the main cause of 
collisions at sea; he will tell you the 
needle of the compass, influenced by 
one of those magnetjc disturbances. 
the cause of which is unknown, nas set 
the mariner astray. The tat er may 
trust to his compass and disrega>1 the 
temporary variation, which is the saf- 
est procedure; but, more often, real- 
izing that the needle is unreliable,- he 
will steer in what he imagines ic his 
true course, and, a trifling mistake at 
first may carry him miles out 
way. This, on an ocean in which the 
path of a vessel is as distinctly marked 
as a roadway on land, means >rob- 
able disaster, and such danger couid be 
obviated by a knowledge of those mys- 
terious etic influences the ommni- 
presence of which we only now al- 
ize in a vague sort ot wing 
“Magnetic observations ve so far 
been considered in their all-important 
bearing as necessary to safe naviga- 
tian in wood-bullt ships, ahd in a far 
higher sense as indispensable to that 


now cover the ocean, magnetic 
charts hitherto, generally required for 
these purposes being those on which 
normal lines of equal values have been 
given; but something more is now 


in comparatively re- 
cent years has shown that not only are 
there large ‘regional’ magnetic disturb- 
ances extending over large areas of 
land, but that in moderate depths of 
water where.the largest ship can navi- 
gate freely, the land below is also 
found to have considerable areas of lo- 
cal magnetic disturbance which, if not 
allowed for, may in thick or foggy 
weather lead ships into danger by se- 
riously disturbing their compasses. 

“The United States has done excel- 
lent work in the pabkt in producing 
charts of isomagnetic lines, or charts 
in which the chief local magnetic dis- 
turbances are recognized, and the full 
results of observation recorded. The 
magnetic surveys of Riliexer and 
Thorpe, in the British Isles, of Morean 
in France, of Rijckworsal in Holland, 
and elsewhere, have thrown consider- 
able light on the magnetic conditions 
of those countries, but there remain 
whole continents to be covered by the 
abserver. 
he direction, too, of the — 
netics, from the deep sea to the dry 
land of the coasts is an extension of 
the subject on which we need much in- 
formation, but one which affects the 
safety of navigation as het 4 as the 
question that has been rai whether 
the water areas of the globe are, as a 
whote, more or less magnetized than 
the land areas. 

“The points of interest in the ques- 
tion of regional magnetic disturbance 
are not confined to the magnetician, or 
to ne mariner, for the geologist can- 
not afford to neglect the valuable in- 
formation the magnetic needle affords. 
Thus, although Riicker and Thorpe 
have since made a second and more 
elaborate survey of the British Isles, 
| their remark of 1890 that the kingacm 

can be divided into magnetic districts 
in which the relations between the di- 
rection of the disturbing forces and 
the main geological characteristics are 
so suggestive as to be worthy of care- 
ful statement and further investiga- 
tion not only holds good, but has re- 
ceived confirmation. 

“The mining engineer is deeply in- 
terested in a knowledge of the decli- 
nation of the magnetic needle. Charts 
of normal lines are of great use to him 
whether above or below the earth's 
surface, but especially below, when he 
has no other guide. To such a one a 
knowledge of regional magnetic dis- 
turbance as deduced from surface ob- 
servations is most important, as it tells 
him when he is in the neighborhood of 
magnetic rocks, the disturbing effects 
of which on his compass needle may 


be far ter in the depths of his

“And now, looking at the subject in 
its direct relation with the practical 
work of the Naval Observatory, who 
will say, in this great maritime nation, 
that the of magnetic observers., 
even if solely to facilitate navigation 
and insure safety at sea, is not worthy 
of the fullest consideration? 

“But there is, besides, a vast field of 
inquiry for the observer of terrestrial 
magnetism in unraveling the secrets of 
the earth considered as a magnet, and 
the ceaseless change of its magnetic 
condition which the needle tells us of, 
for which no immediate practical re- 
sult can be foreseen, yet is worthy of 
the attention of the ablest physicists 
and most advanced mathematicians. 
“For instance, the unusual heat of 
this summer is co-existent with an ap- 
pearance in the sun which is noted at 
regular intervals. This appearance in 
the sun, moreover, is accompanied by 
magnetic disturbances on the earth of 
very pronounced character; thus, you 
see, a very interesting condition is 
opened for investigation. The appear- 
ance of sun spots of unusual size, or 
in great numbers, is invariably accom- 
panied by a proportionate disturbance 


| of the needle in the magnetic abserva- 


tory, or rather, was, when the eppara- 
tus was in working order. Indeed, the 
obeerver in charge of the apparatus 
would often tell the one at the tele- 
scope. as he greeted him in the morn- 
ing. that he might look for sun spots. 
as the needle was found unusually dis- 
turbed, and the prediction invariably 
turned out correct. These magnetic 
disturbances, having apparently such 
a Girect relation with sun spots, when 
of very pronounced character, were in- 
variably followed by violent magnetic 
storms, insomuch that the matter en- 
gaged the attention of certain officials 
of the Weather Bureau as one worthy 
of research in connection with the 
work of that institution. 

“During the ‘eruption of the volcano 
of Krakatoa, in 1883. a remarkable al- 
teration in the amount of secular 
change was noted in the declination 
and inclination of the needle at the 
observatories of Bombay, Batavia and 
Hongkong. This may have been only 
a coincidence. but it may also point to 
the possibility that the changes below

present amount of knowledge 
on the subject of terrestrial magnetism 
is just about enough to cause us to 
realize, in a vague and und man- 
ner, the immense amount we do not 
know. 

“We do not know why the earth is a 
magnet, the cause of the secular change 
of its magnetism, why it is subject to 
solar, diurnal, lunar diurnal, sidereal 
diurnal and other variations and dis- 
turbances, nor the cause of magnetic 
storms; although we can observe con- 
nections between them, earth currents 
and auroral. Whether the causes of all 
these exist below the surface of, or are 
a combination of the two, has stil) to 
be learned, And it seems hardly too 
much to hope that the restiess needle 
will sooner or later be the means of 
opening up sources of knowledge inval- 
uable to cosmical science, as well as 
to those concerned only with the planet 
upon which they dwell. Such results 
can only be accomplished by establish- 
ing around the earth a chain of mag- 
netic observatories, conducting unin- 
terruped and systematic observations 
perhaps for a number of years, and 
then carefully comparing the entire 
data obtained. It is odd enough that 
the only magnetic observatory in the 
Dominion of Canada is rendered useless 
by the same cause that prevents us 
from using our plant—samely, an elec- 
tric car line in the vicinity. Two ob- 
servatories of this description are in 
process of erection in this country, and 
it. is to be hoped that they may have 
luck enough to keep out of the way of 
the power of the corporation which is 
able to successfully combat the noblest 
efforts of science.”
